"The welfare of the nation as 
a whole must take precedence 
over the demands of any particular 
group," the president said.

"I have the duty not alone to 
see that justice and a sympathetic 
attitude is taken by this nation 
toward the 4,000,000 veterans and 
their families but also' to exert 
myself for justice to the other 
21,000,000 families to whom con- 
summation of this proposal at this 
time would be a calamity, 
"Cash payment of face value of 


certificates today would require 
an appropriation from the treasury 
o£ about $2,30p,000,000. No matter 
how or In-what form the payment 
to the veterans is imposed it will 
come out of all these families but, 
of more importance, it will indefi- 
nitely set baqk any hope of recov- 
ery for employment, agriculture 
and business and will impose in- 
finite distress upon

WINTER TO BE "HARD ONE"

Speaking hopefully of indications 
of business recovery, Walter 
S. 


Gifford, president of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, today told the Welfare and 
Relief Mobilization conference: 
"If I entertained for a moment 
the thought that our present un- 
employment and economic situa- 
tion had any of the elements of 
permanence, I, for one, would wish 
to evolve other plans rather than 
to again mobilize the private wel- 
fare and relief resources. 
"The problem which particular- 


ly concerns this conference, as I 
see it, is to alleviate so far as 
humanely possible distress among 
the unemployed while the battle 
agtinst the depression is being 
won and, at the same'time, to 
carry on the essential, long-estab- 


lished private social welfare ac- 
tivities of the country" 


Gilford, who Is president of the 
Charity Organization Society of 
New York, said that regardless of 
economic improvement the com- 
ing winter would be a "hard one," 
necesstating close co-operation be- 
tween public and private welfare 
agencies and between communi- 
ties and the state. He urged that 
a community program be adopted 
in advance. 


Local responsibility In meeting 


relief needs, Gifford said, must be 
continued, otherwise there would 
be greater hardships to those who 
are in want, adding thatxthe foun- 
dation on which lopgf relief ac- 
tivities rest—privately 
organized 
social work—miyiv remain secure. 
There are thoXaands of cases, he 
said, which public funds can not 
reach.

Young men and women 


unfortunate enough to fin- 
ish their education in this 
unhappy year have discov- 
ered that toward youthful 
graduates the world is more 
liberal with its congratula- 
tions than with a livelihood. 
Theirs has been a sad awak- 
ening. 


Discouraged and disap- 


pointed, these young men 
and women find little com- 
fort in the knowledge that 
disillusionment is sometimes 
the beginning of wisdom.

The federal government's 


monopoly of the carriage

Only the 
expected occurs when now, 
after the recent increase of 
letter postage to three cents 
an ounce, the postal author- 
ities investigate alleged vio- 
lations of the monopoly by 
private messenger service 
In numbers of the large 
cities, inquiries by post of- 
fice inspectors are going on, 
with prosecutions of proven 
violations threatened. 


The monopoly extends to 


the transmission or "letters 
and packets."

parcel post was created in 
1910, it was contended that 
"packets"

gether. 
An 
attorney-gen- 


eral's opinion in 1883 had 
ruled that the word refer- 
red merely to bundles of 
letters, and in 1910 a fed- 
eral court held that the 
post office, in permitting for 
years the private carriage 
of parcels, had waived its 
monopoly over parcels. Pos- 
sibly a 
revived insistence 


that the monopoly includes 
parcels might succeed, but 
the present laws assert only 
the monopoly over letters. 
It is the letters part of the 
postal business which the 
lately active postal officers 
are seeking to protect. 


Though it has long been 


conceded both that the mon- 
opoly over letters exists and 
that their transmission also 
ought to be reserved to and 
firmly protected by the na- 
tional power, difficult ques- 
tions arise. Is any address 
accessible to a city mail car- 
rier on a post route? Just 
what are the cases in which, 
as one of the laws reads, 
letters 
may 
be privately 


sent "by special messenger 
employed for the particular 
occasion only?"
